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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-25 are pending in this application. 
Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
February 6, 2003 has been entered. 

Action Summary 

2. The rejection of claims 21-25 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Roe in view of 
Wenninger et al. is being maintained for the reasons stated in the office actions dated 
April 10, 2002 and August 8, 2002. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on January 1 0, 2003 was 
noted and the submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement has being considered by the 
examiner. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed February 6, 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 
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Applicants argue that the prior art does not disclose the composition in a solid or 
semi-solid state at room temperature and that Wenninger is a handbook that discloses 
thousand of chemical compounds and that one of ordinary skill would have to pick and 
choose among various chemical taught by reference. Column 9, lines 66 through col. 7, 
lines 1-22 disclose the lotions of the prior art in the form of semi-solids or solids at room 
temperature. With respect to Wenninger, as stated in the office action dated April 10, 
2002, Wenninger teaches the use of acrylate copolymers as film formers specifically 
polyethylene, which is a polyalkene. With respect to the claimed concentrations, absent 
of criticality, the determination of particular concentrations is within the skill of the 
ordinary worker as part of the process of normal optimization. 

Conclusion 

5. Claims 21-25 stand rejected. Claims 1-20 are non-elected.
